Do you know that Mr, Detring received 
£3750 as the dividend due an the 500.0 
shares ?—! know he received $0,000 shares and 
something in excess, but Ido not know the 
amount. Heknew nothing «bout Detring hav- 
ing pressed for these shares, He knew nothing 
of them until Detring handed them to bim,and 
he relused to take them. He had made no 
arrangement with Detring as to sharing any 
protits with him. He knew that Letring was 
taking a prominent part in the transactions 
which were on fool. He bad’ entrusted the 
matter to him, and fixed his salary at £1,2c0 
a year, and gave ‘him, in addition authority, 10 
take for three yenrs a bonus of § percent. on 
the profits of the company.

Haldane on behalf of the defendant company, 
Asked what he meant by his having come to 
England “to recover the situstion,” he said he 
meant to get back the rights and privileges 
under which the old company was managed by 
commercial people under official supervision, 
and to recover the losses suffered by the old 
shareholders, The memorandum of. Feb. 19, 
tga, which he was secking to enforce by this 
action was then put ta him, and he complained 
of various particulars in which it had not been 
carried out. Amongst others the clause pro- 
viding for equal rights of voting between 
Chinese ad foreign shareholders had been 
disregarded. ‘The Chinese shareholders had 
never been summoned to anv meeting at ail. 
By Clause 7 witness was supposed to be direc- 
tor-general "as before,” but he had no power 
whatever in fact. : 

What were your duties inthe old company ?— 

Thad absolute authovity. 1 had everything io 
do with the ‘tate relations with the mines, the 
employment of workpeople, and the ditposi- 
tion of the capital of the company. If there 
was anything that the shareholders objected lo 
they would submit their views in a petition. 
+ Isthat the position, you seek to have in the 
new company ?—SThat is the agreement | 
tema director-general, and if the new sh re- 
holders, objected to anything I did they could 
petition me, the Minister of Trade, the Viceroy, 
or the Government. A Chinese board was 
established, but it was not recognised. 

Mr. Elaldane read .a1 advertisement signed 
by his Excellency and inserted in a ‘Fientsin 
newspaper after the formation of the defend- 
ant company, The advertisement contained 
some quain! phrases, and Chang quoted what 
he said was ‘the well-known saying of an 
Emperor, of the Ming Dynasty, ‘While [ am 
reclining on my couch I decidedly object to 
having another person snoring at my side’?! 
(Laughter) ‘Ghang also said, “ We have al- 
most talked ofr tongues dry and have worn the 
points off our pens, but it was. not until 
the third moon of this year that we ‘got 
the regulations setited.” His Excellency 
was then questioned as to the disposi- 
tion of the mining property, He declared 
that if the agreement had been carried 
out the profits of the shareholders would have 
been three limes what they are now, and the 
shares would. have been up to Tis. corand Tis. 
goo, But the dividends were respectively 7} 
per cent., 5 per cent., and 74 per cent.! That 
wag all right; was it not? The shares stand at 
4 premium 7—Yes, but the reason of that. is 
that when peop'e want to buy up they go upand

profis, When his Excellency took charge 
the credit of the company bécame very,much 
increased; that was to say, it could obtain 
money beilér “from its bankers, and in 1889 
they could pay a dividend of 12 per cent. In 
1898 he ‘returned to China after a visit to 
Europe. He was then attached to the mines, 
and in June, 1898, he saw Mr. Moreing, who. 
Arrangedtosend outa mining engincer. There 
hWwas no agreement with Mr. Moreing as to 
division of profits; Mr. Moreing had mentioned 
profits to him ‘but he never replied to him. 
Me. Hoover arrived in China in the beginning 
of 18.9. He was engaged by the Mining 
Nureau, and he inspected various coal mines, 
There wasn debt of Ts. t,202,c00 on the in-nes, 
and the Russians were willing to’ give ls, 
$,000,000 for the property. Witness, in June, 
1899, wrote to Mr. Moreing that there was a 
difficulty in placing the: mines under a foreign 
lage “Chang,” he said, “would, no doubt, be 
pleased to place them under the Union Jack ; 
but he cannot do so atonce, They might, try 
to nail him on:the crass for it, for what the 
Chinese might describe as an unpatriotic act. 
Up to's900 not much progress had been made 
in the negotiations. 

When was Chany arrested?—On June 22, 
1,00, .

‘The news sent through by our correspohd- 
ent at Shanghai announcing that Germany 
is seeking to obtain another railroad con- 
cession in Shantung illustrates the pushful- 
ness of rivals in the race for commercial 
supremacy in,China. ‘I'here is no doubt, of 
course, that, in the neighbouring Empire, 
political questions often complicate railway 
matters and these concessions which we 
frequently read about must not be regarded 
solely as commiereial undertakings. But since 
the events which brought about the occupa- 
tion of Kiachou in 1897, Germany has made 
a bold bid for a share of the commerce in 
North China, and’ although her — carly 
efforts did not appear, to be crowned with 
any very great success she has shewn within 
the past year or so that she will persevere in 
her attempts at the development’ of the 
{rade of Shantung. It was not lang ere the 
Germans built a railroad between Tsingtan 
and the interior of the Province where its 
‘rich natural resources could be tapped, and 
she is now bent on getting another conces: 
sion to build a line ina different direction 
and thus further safeguard her interests, 


Upwards of forty: years ago, owing to the | 


rapid development of our own Colony and 
the growth of British interests in China, it 
was considered desirable to obtain an exten- 
sion of our territory on the mainland. ‘This 
was brought about by the treaty of Tientsin 
in 1861, and it was not long afterwards 
that the question of opening up a rail- 
road to Canton was, generally discussed. 
No practical mpve appears to have been 
made, however, until 1899, when a conces- 
sion was obtained from the Chinese Govern- 
ment to build the line. As that was granted 
so long ago there should have been no delay 
in pushing on with the construction of this 
important work. Up to the present, the con- 
cessionaries have not risen, it must be con- 
fessed, to the level of its opportunities ; ab- 
solutely nothing appears to have been done 
by them to bring the line into being, The 
merchants of the Colony realised the im- 


portance of the concession and through the- 


Chamber of Commerce made representations 
to the Government and Sir Ernest Satow 
with the object-of accelerating, if possible, 
the constraction of the railroad.* ‘They even 
suggested that failing an early commence- 


ment. by the present concessionarics the: 


‘| Hongkong and Imperial Governments should 
themselves construct or guarantec the capital 
necessary to complete the line as far as 
Canton. In December dast, Mr. Keswick, 
speaking at the annual meeting of the Bri- 
tish and Chinese Corporation, announced 
that the railway was receiving their active 
attention and that they had every ‘reason to 
hope the arrangements with .regard to 
financing and constructing the Chinese 
section from Canton to the frontier of Kow- 
loon would not be long delayed. This 
was hopeful indeed, and the remarks 
of the Chairman’ at the Chamber of 
Commerce mecting this afternoon slowed 
that the commercial interests of the Colony 
are keenly alive to the necessity of making 
a start at once, and we trust that in the very 
“near future something definite will be made 
known. There is no excuse for the regret 
table tardiness in taking advantage of the 
concession, and even though we may not 
count on much official assistance from home 
the claim should not be allowed to be whit- 
tled away.
